SVi B. Dasarafhmama Reddy (Kavur) : Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, I support the Motion of Thanks to tiie Governor 
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which is under discussion. I also take this opportunity 
to say a few words about our beloved Prime Minister. 
The passing away of our Prime Minister is » national 
calamity by virtue of the enormous sacrifices he has made 
in the cause of freedom of this country. Soon after inde- 
pendence, he became the Prime Minister in his own right 
Not only was that election uncontested but also unques" 
tioned. He strove hard to raise the prestige of our 
country amongst the world nations and a little advance- 
ment made in the several spheres of agriculture or industry 
were all due to his foresight and his perseverance and 
the attempts he made to achieve these things It can also 
be said that in the annals of this country it is unknown 
that many kings, Prime Ministers and several high 
personages of several countries from all pans of the world 
rushed to Delhi soon after his death and paid homage to 
him and participated in the cremation. Such a great soul 

we have lost. I pay my homage to him. 

Next I wish to speak a few things about the pauchayat 
elections. In regard to these elections, immediately the 
election programme has been announced, in several villages 
where there have been contests, the leaders of several 
factions have tried to enrol a number of voters. The 
voters' lists of these panchyats are to be copied from the 
lists that are to be prepared for the State Assemblies. 
Large number of enrolments have been made. Although 
there is a duty cast upon the officers to make due enquiries 
. and to dispose them of in a quasi-judicial manner, 
the officers who have been entrusted with this duty were 
not able to cope up with the large applications that have 
been received by them. Visits to the villages though 
provided have not been real and in many ones these 
applications feave been disposed of on the last day without 
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providing opportunity for presorts to have their names 
included after rectifying the mistakes that have been 

committed. The disposal has not in many cases been just; 

sometimes it has been arbitral y and in many cases biassed 

and I would suggest that such abuses should not be repea. 

ted on the eve of the elections to the municipalities. The 

municipal elections are likely to come off in another 

six months and I am sure that prospective contesting 

candidates would tiy to improve the electoral rolls of their 

constituencies and large number of persons who are not 

actually residents of the places would find a place in the 

electoral rolls to the detriment of many others. This is 

a great abuse that is going on for some time and I suggest 

that the Government should take corrective steps to see 
that it is completely arrested, 

With regard to the panchayats, the Act provides that 
the existing members shall continue in office till 1-7-1964 
and it is further clearly provided that such of those persons 
who are in office would not be competent to contest for 
elections for the coming term before that date. That is 
clearly provided in Section 19. Section 19(g) sets out the 
disqulaification thus : if on the date he files a nomination 
he is continuing in office, he is disqualified from being 

a candidate. But this salutory provision has been ignored 
by the executive by fixing the dates for the election of the 
panchayats much in advance. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker in <hair : 

The entire scheme of the Act is that these 
elections should take place only ofter 1-7-1964 
but the Executive has been anxious to conduct 
all these elections and to see that these members also 
elect their Presidents and these people come into offic e 
on 1-7-1 964. No such provision has been m$4§ in the Act % 
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but in violation of the provisions of the Act and ignoring 
those provisions, the Executive has so arranged the pro- 
gramme that if it is really to be understood strictly accor- 
ding to law, my submission is several of those member 8 

who have been functioning as members of the panchayats 
till 1-7-1964 would get disqualified from even being candi- 
dates for election for the new term. But of course it has 
not been anywhere enforced. Whatever that- be, these 
things have been set right by the Ordinance and also 
by the Act that is now introduced in this H use. 

As far as corrupt practices are concerned, mention 
has been made b] several members that money and drink 
played a free part in most of these elections and therefore 
it has to be seen that these abuses - corrupt practices - are 
put an end to at a very early date. 

It is now stated in the Governor's Address that the 
Bureau of Economics has been entrusted with the evalua- 
tion of the plan schemes and study of the development 
that has been made during the past few years. It is 
necessary that this department should be sufficiently 
strengthened so that the statistics may be made available 
at an early date As far as the statistics made available 
by the departments are concerned, they are not correct 
as has been stated on a number of occasions in this House. 
Therefore, a correct evaluation can be got only if the 
matter is entrusted to an impersonal body like the Bureau 
of Economics & Statistics which is not directly connected 
with any department of the Government. T, therefote» 
suggest that these reports should be made avaitable at an 
early date and if necessary the department should be 
strengthened sufficiently and the reports also should be 
made upto-date from time to time. 
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Recently, the Andhra Pradesh Government have 
prescribed an integrated syllabus for text-books for classes 
3, and 5, but I learn reliably that so far the text-books 
have not been selected and the text-bocks that have been 
submitted for scrutiny have not been accepted with the 
result that the students are not yet provided with text - 
books. Therefore, it is necessry that the Government 
should take early steps to see that the selection is properly 
made afld the books are provided to the students at a very 
early date. 

With regard to the prices, I would submit that the 
Central Government is trying 'o take steps to see that the 
prices go down, at any rate, ihey don't sho t up higher 
but before that is done it is also necessaiy that some atten- 
tion is paid to the State Government Seivants who ar e 
being put to great difficul y on account of the dearness 
allowance that is being paid to them being very meagre a s 
compared to the allowances that are being paid to the 

Government servants in Central Service It is absolutely 
necessary that the gap in the allowance should be reduced 
considerably so that these people may not suffer in future- 

In regard to the pinchayats, it has been noted with 
gratification that there has bsen uncontested elections in 
#bout 40% of the panchayats No doubt, it is an impor. 
tant feature, but at the same time, I wish to bring to the 
notice of the Government that in several of these places 
where there are no contests, there is a likelihood of gross 
abuse of power and misappropriation of funds. There are 
several eas?s where large funds have been misappropriated 
and in certain cases where the accounts have been freezed 
but at the same time no adequate follow-up action has 
been raken with the result that even those persons who 
fcave- been responsible for misappropriation have taken 
part again in the fresh elections and ewu re^efeeted. 
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With these few s*ords, I thai>K >ou, sir for 
having given me this opportunity and resume my seat.
